The proposed new facility has been sized to treat existing 
sewer district flow. The design flow includes a significant 
contribution from the presently excessive inflow and 
infiltration (i/l). This condition must be corrected before the 
City could entertain an expansion of the sewer district. In 
addition, a proposal for an expansion of the sewer district 
would require a study by the Town of Carmel to determine the 
adequacy of existing treatment and the specific areas to be 
served by the sewer district.
